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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 15 and 17-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Declaration under 
37 CFR 1.132 filed 8 July 2008 is sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 15 and 17-21 based 
upon the combination of Muramatsu in view of Hashimoto et al and Akui et al. Specifically, the 
Declaration presented evidence as to the criticality of the temperature at which the coating is dried. 
As the combination of Muramatsu in view of Hashimoto et al and Akui et al fails to disclose 
drying a spray coated film at the claimed temperature of about 130°C to about 180°C, the claims are 
hereby found to be in condition for allowance. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
